A crowd of white persons esti- 
mated by police at

gathered 
outside the house 
last night. 


Missiles were tossed and every 


window in the house was broken 
Several flaming rags soacked with 
gasoline were thrown. Four of the 
improvised torches landed through 
broken windows but were picked 
up and thrown outside by police 
before they did damage. 


A cordon of 
officers 
directed 
personally by Police Commissioner 
John C. Prendergast diverted traf- 
fic from the area while officers 
moved 
through 
the 
assemblage 


urging people to return to their 
homes. 


The crowd was made up largely 
of young people. 


The house is located one block 


south of the southern border 
of 


Bronzeville, the city's established 
Negro district which has become 
greatly 
overcrowded 
in 
recent 
years.

crowd at "more than 1.000," re-

Authorities feared today that a key 
witness in the gangland shooting 
of mobster 
Mickey 
Cohen 
may 


have met with foul play and or- 
dered a statewide search for him. 
Cohen's "boys," meanwhile, of- 


fered their blood in an effort 
to 


save the life of Edward (Neddie) 
Herbert, a 
henchman 
who was 


wounded critically when Cohen was 
ambushed early last Wednesday on 
the Sunset strip. 


The missing witness is Edward 
Johnson, a San Diego, Cal., sport- 
ing goods dealer who sold one of 
the shotguns which cut down thc 
dapper little gang leader, Herbert 
and two companions. Investigators 
hoped that Johnson could identify 
pictures of possible suspects 
as 
having bought the gun. 


Johnson had been scheduled to 


arrive here Friday. State Attorney 
General Fred N. Howser said he 


was "much concerned" over John- 
son's failure to arrive. Authorities 
also planned to question Johnson's 
son, Roy, a clerk in his father's 
store, who might have sold the gun. 


Cohen, who is recovering Irom 


shoulder wounds suffered in 
the 
ambush, sent out an order to his 
henchmen to give aid to Herbert 
when Herbert's . condition took 
a 


turn for the worse..Herbert under- 
went emergency surgery last night. 


Within an hour after Cohen's or- 
der, 17 of his "boys" appeared at 
the Queen of Angeles hospital and 
Jmed up at thc laboratory lor tests 
of their blood types.
